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Computer Course Is 
Proposed For Schools

One week before beginning to tackle the 
1983-84 school budget in earnest, the school 
committee is considering implementing in 
Andover public schools a computer literacy 
program that many feel is sorely needed if 
the town is to prepare its youngsters for the 
future. ~ ; 

And with Proposition 2% hanging over 
their heads and budget cuts on the horizon, 
the committee is considering asking town 
meeting to fund the firsi year of the com- 
puter program separate from the school 
budget. 

School Committeewoman Susan Poore 
called it ‘irresponsible’ for the committee 
to suggest funding a school program outside 
of its budget through town meeting. She 
said the town’s taxpayers have spoken on 
Proposition 2%. 

Responding to Schoolman Michael Giam- 
musso’s argument that school-related 
items have been funded at town meeting 
before, Poore said, ‘‘A leaky roof is one 
thing...but this is pretty far fetched stretch- 
ing of this process.” 

Poore was the only committeeman Tues- 
day night to oppose a motion supporting a 
computer program proposal and having 
first-year program funding be included in 
the capital outlay article for town meeting 
being prepared by the town manager. 

‘One can agree with the suggestions (for 
the program) and disagree with the fund- 
ing,’ she said. 

The school committee’s action reserves a 
place on the town meeting warrant, beating 
the Feb. 7 deadline for doing so. Schoolman 
Donald Robb explainedthat the commit- 
tee’s vote on the matter does not stipula- 
tethe mode of funding requested by the 
board. Action was taken to reserve the 

possibility of pursuing town meeting fund- 
ing of the computer program. 

‘‘We should explore that,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
not cut it off as a possibility.” 

The proposed computer program over a 
three-year period — which proposes only a 
minimal level of microcomputer use — 
would require about 204 microcomputers at

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a cost of over $400,000, according to a report 
submitted by the Computer Curriculum 


‘Committee. A yearly acquisition budget of 


$133,000 would represent an allocation of 
less than $27-per-student per year over the 
three years. 

Schoolmen learned from Robert Frieden- 
son, a contributor to the report, that And- 
over is not preparing its students for the 
computer-influenced world as it exists to- 
day, never mind what the world will be like 
in 1990. 

To participate in a future computer- 
oriented society, according to the report, 
Andover students must be provided oppor- 
tunities to: 

“USE...simple computer equipment. 

RETRIEVE information from data 
banks. 

LEARN programming languages. 

UNDERSTAND how computers have im- 
pacted...society. 

EXPERIENCE a wide variety of simula- 
tions related to existing curriculum areas. 

DESIGN logical unique information sys- 
tems. 

USE computers as a decision-making 
tool. 

LEARN via computer aided instruction.” 
. The computer report calls it a ‘‘high 
priority’’ for every Andover student to be 
able to operate a microcomputer as a sim- 
ple device — inserting discs, running pro- 
grams, etc. This would require 40 minutes 
of computer time per year, per student. 

The report also says each student should 
have minimal experience using the comput- 
er as a teaching, personal and career tool. 
This would require 30 minutes of computer 
use per student each week. Provision for 
teacher training in computer use must also 
be considered. 

Assistant Schools Superintendent Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos indicated that many 
towns have funded school computer pro- 
grams as a town expense rather than as an 
all-school expense.

Tax Hike 50¢ 


New Town Budget 


Reflects 


Increases; 


And New Concepts

The town manager has presented a Fiscal 
1984 budget to‘the Board of Selectmen total- 
ing $32,571,600, reflecting an overall in- 
crease of 6.4 percent over the current 
year’s budget — and a whole new approach 
to sharing revenues and expenses between 
the town and schools. 

According to Town Manager Kenneth Ma- 
hony’s budget message, the town side has 
increased by about 3.5 percent, while the 
school side has increased by about 7.2 per- 
cent. 

If the selectmen (who will begin review- 
ing the budget next week) and annual town 
meeting approve the manager’s recommen- 
dation, that, increase will raise the tax rate 
by almost 50 cents, from the current $20 per 
thousand of valuation to a projected $20.46. 

The increase falls within the limits of 
Proposition 242, Finance and Budget Direc- 
tor Anthony Torrisi points out, since it 
increases the tax rate by less than two and 
one-half percent. 

Andover is able to increase its budget and 
maintain services while many Massachu- 
setts communitites are cutting theirs be- 
cause the town has seen a ‘‘substantial 
amount of growth’’ during the past year, 
Torrisi says: a projected $35 million in new 
construction. 

‘Because of that growth, we’re able to 
generate additional tax dollars. That allows 
us to raise more than the 2% limit allows,” 
he explains. 

The Fiscal ’84 budget wears a new look 
because it is the first budget under the new 
‘‘bucket’’ approach, which will replace the 
old tax model. That model ‘‘proved some- 
what inflexible, given the revenue con- 
straints with the property tax limitation 
and the uncertainties of state aid,’’ Torrisi 
notes. 

The town and schools will no longer split 
all revenues and expenses with 44 percent 
on the town side and 56 percent on the 
school side. Instead, all revenues and fixed 
expenses will be pooled — into the bucket — 
and after expenses are subtracted from 
revenues, what’s left will be available for 
the town and school operating budgets. 

This year, total revenues are $32,571,247, 
and total fixed expenses are $9,560,019. That 
leaves $23,011,228 for operating budgets, to 
be split 44/56: The town has an operating 
budget of $10,124,940, and the schools, 
$12,886,288. 

That approach ‘‘allows us to maintain a 
flexible approach to providing public serv- 
ices, not subject to wide fluctuations in 
revenues or expenses,”’ the budget director 
says. ‘‘We now share in the monies that are 
collected, regardless of who collects 
them.”’ 

The bucket will benefit the school depart- 
ment, Torrisi says, since the schools do not

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AFS Seeks Families For Students 


AFS International Intercultural Programs is of- 
fering the families of Andover the opportunity to 
meet the world face to face. 

Families are need to host foreign students for the 
coming school year. Each visiting student is be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 19 and lives as a member 
of a family, while attending classes at Andover 
High School. 

“The AFS program is extremely rewarding to the 
host family as well as beneficial to the student,” 
Club President Lee Kirkwood says, “‘Families 
learn and grow together by acquiring new perspec- 
tives about another culture.”’ 

A major quality desired in a host family is an 
openness to new ideas. Although many host fami- 
lies have children of high school age, families with 
young children or no children are eligible and en- 
couraged to apply. 

Host families are not asked to make special 
expenditures for their AF'S student, but they do pay 
food costs and incidental expenses which they 
would for any child. Host families may take a 
monthly tax deduction of $50 in accordance with 
provisions made by the U.S. Internal Revenue Serv- 


ice. AFS extends medical coverage to its students 
and a monthly allowance. 

‘‘More important than the financial contribution 
a family makes is the interest and attention they 
provide the AFS student, which is usually more 
than compensated by the rewards they gain in 
return.” 

The candidates who apply for a year Stay in the 
U.S. are carefully screened through their own na- 
tional offices and the international headquarters of 
AFS located in New York City. There are currently 
3,241 students from 55 nations living and Studying in 
American communities across the country, 

This year Andover is hosting two AFS foreign 
students: Tuo Noiwan from Thailand who lives with 
the Francis O'Neil family on Summer Street, and 
Juan Escofel of Spain who is Staying with Layne 
and Restie DuBose on Timothy Drive. 

Said one host mother, “‘AFS proves that jt is easy 
to forget barriers and find a base for growth and 
understanding; we discovered much about human 
nature in general and our children were awakened 
to an interest in the world and the people living in

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Snow Removal By Shovel 


By Virginia Lopez Begg 
What did they do with all that snow before the 
invention of the truck-driven plow and sander? On 
Main Street, at the turn of the century, teams of up 
to 100 men shoveled the snow into horse-drawn 
Sleighs called pungs which then drew their heavy 
loads to the Shawsheen River or a dump. 

Such a labor-intensive system cost money, how- 
ever, and when the superintendant of streets be- 
came aggrieved by townspeople’s criticism of the 
cost of snow removal, he let the products of the 
next storm just sit there until he was begged to 
relent. 

This is just one of the fascinating glimpses of 
*“Main Street Andover at the Turn of the Century,” 
the title of a slide show to be presented by the 
Andover Historical Society on Sunday, Feb. 6, at 2 
p.m. and 3 p.m. The nominal admission charge 
includes a tour of the house as well as the slide 
show. 

In 1900 Andover had a population of about 7,000. 
The school budget was $25,000 and the tax rate $15 
per $1,000 of assessed valuation. You couldn’t buy a 
drink, it was illegal, but the butcher drove his cart 
to your door and cut the meat to order. 

Main Street, then as now, was the hub of the 
town. Shops and offices of every description lined 
the street. While many, like the dentist and barber 
shops, were similar in function to those existing 
today, others, like the hotel and large furniture 
store, have vanished from the scene. Shaded in

Siblings and grandparents of babies born at Lawrence 
General Hospital (LGH), Lawrence, are considered very 
special persons by the hospital’s maternal/child care unit. 

That is why LGH has become the first hospital in the 
Merrimack Valley to allow siblings and grandparents to visit 
newborns while they are in their mothers’ rooms. Previously, 
they were restricted to viewing the baby through the glass in 
the nursery window. 

“Visits by siblings and grandparents to mothers and their 
babies in the room can now be arranged by -appointment 
through the nursing staff,’’ explained Marilyn Kopriva, RN, 
maternity head nurse. 

“The visit was a very positive experience for everyone. It 
let us be together as a family before the baby came home, 
which was important to us,’’ commented an Andover father. 

Sibling visits can be a time for fun and learning. ‘‘He’s 


rusty,’ worried a little girl from Methuen visiting her new 
brother. Her mother eased her worry by assuring her it was 


only dry skin. 

Another little girl learned about the soft spot on a newborn’s 
head from her mother when she wanted to touch her new 
brother’s head. 

‘‘Many mothers are much happier when they get to talk and 
play with their other children. The program enhances family 
bonding and is in keeping with the flexible atmosphere of the 
unit,”’ Kopriva added. 

The new visitation program has been carefully designed to 
be a positive experience for mothers, siblings and grandpa- 
rents, while protecting the privacy of other mothers on the 
floor. 

‘‘Mothers are offered this opportunity on admission. If they 
want it, but their roommate objects, or isn’t up to having 
young children around, the visit is held in the solarium on the 
unit,”’ she added. 

‘We also try to encourage the mothers to limit the visit to 
20 minutes to half an hour so neither they, nor the new baby, 
nor the visiting siblings get too tired,’’ Kopriva continued. 

Sibling visits are also limited to children over 16 months old. 
Siblings and grandparents may visit once during the mother’s 
stay and all visitors must thoroughly wash their hands before 
entering the room with the baby. 

To help add a special touch to their visit, brothers and 
sisters of newborns are given an ‘I’m a Big Brother” or ‘‘I’m 
a Big Sister’ sticker so they can tell the world about their new 
important status.

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‘Paying Their Dues’ Won’t 
Deter An Andover Band 


By John P. Sawyer 


Making music and making money don’t 
always go hand in hand, as any upstart rock 
and roll band can tell you. 

Popularity comes through hard work, 
playing long hours in lousy places, working 
your way up to better places — paying your 
dues 

That doesn’t scare Andover’s own ‘‘Pur- 
ple Stars.” 

‘‘We have confidence in our own music,” 
says Mark Santangelo, of Kirkland Drive, 
the 19 year-old vocalist and rhythm guitar 
player. ‘‘We’re not going to sell out.”’ 

They've already written several of their 
own songs, some of which Santangelo thinks 
have ‘‘hit potential,’’ and the band is seek- 
ing exposure, possibly planning to record a 
single this summer. 

They're young, but they’re serious about 
their music. They’re going to take a shot at 
‘making it.” 

The ‘‘Purple Stars’’ are Andover’s Tom 
Rizzo, 18, of Hemlock Road, on drums; Jim 
Anderson, 19, of Argilla Road, lead guitar- 
ist and vocals; Santangelo; and 18 year-old 
Mike Sullivan, of Amesbury, on bass. 

Santangelo purchased his first guitar in 
1979, and learned to write songs. At first, 
the band was just a neighborhood group, but 
Mark met guitarist Anderson in music class 
at Andover High School. In fact, they spent 
more time writing songs during class than 
taking notes, he recalls. 


‘We're influenced by the Beatles a lot,”’ 
he says, adding that members of the ‘‘Pur- 
ple Stars’’ were too young to ever see the 
Beatles perform, but they still have ‘‘the 
inside feeling’’ of the Liverpool band inside 
of them. The ‘‘Purple Stars’’ also utilize 
stanzas from the 1930’s and 40’s and give 
them a rock beat. 

They’re definitely more of a mid-sixties 
band than new wave, according to Santang- 


elo, who is not too impressed by some of the__ 


punk-like gimmicks many of today’s bands 
employ. After first seeing the painted faces

of the band Kiss, he asks, **How much more 
can you do?” 

The ‘Purple Stars’ are taking it slow, 
building up their songs and working to ‘‘get 
our sound together’ before venturing out 
into larger markets, according to Santange- 
lo. They've also got a problem in that re- 
gard. Many clubs turn them away because 
members of the band are under 20 years- 
old. 

But that doesn’t discourage them. They 
play dates such as Feb. 10 at the YWCA in 
Lawrence — a dance for charity sponsored 
by Fidelity House. On Feb. 5 they will play 
a benefit dance-a-thon for the New Hamp- 
shire Kidney Foundation at the University 
of New Hampshire. 

‘*You have to have determination to stay 


together,”’ says Santangelo. ‘‘We’ve got a 
solid sound established.” 


And, according to Anderson, the ‘Purple 
Stars’’ sound like no other band. 

They write songs about the things they 
see and hear around them. A man using a 
leaf blower outside inspired the band to 
include the droning sound of the machine in 
one of their songs. 

“Changing Times’ was written by the 
band at the Andover High School library. 
They also do basic lovesongs, such as ‘‘Kel- 
ly,’ written for television actress Kelly 
Parsons of 1968’s ‘‘New Mickey Mouse 
Club.”’ They've also written a song about 
another television actress, Heather Lock- 
lear of ‘Dynasty’? and ‘‘T.J. Hooker.”’ 
They’re going to try to achieve some suc- 
cess with the more basic songs before at- 
tempting to make any serious social 
statements in their music. 

Other bands or musicians who impress 
the ‘‘Purple Stars’’ include the Kinks, Pink 
Floyd, Chuck Berry and Buddy Holly. 

The ‘‘Purple Stars’ are setting their 
sights high, and as Santangelo explains, 
when he started out playing guitar, he was 
"14 years-old and full of ambition. 

Now he is 19. And still full of ambition.

Dance Class Captures 
Youthful Imagination 


‘The variety is what I like best,’’ says the nine- 
year-old. ‘‘I like playing new games we never tried 
before,’’ says the seven-year-old. Both are students 
in the Creative Movement and Yoga Class for 
Children at Sue Luby’s in Andover on Thursday 
afternoons. The elementary-age boys and girls are 
encouraged to move in ways they’ve never experi- 
enced: they dress up, draw shapes, mirror, do 
mime and in sum have a wonderful time. 

Cynthia Hollenbeck, the instructor, weaves in 
some modern dance and ballet techniques through- 
out, and adds yoga for warming up and calming 
down. Simple animal postures, like pretending to be 
a lion, tortoise or rabbit, teach the children to use 
breathing and relaxing to stretch further and feel 


Hollenbeck encourages her students to invent 
new ways to move and she has used imaginative 
props and scenes to bring out the children’s creativ- 
ity. At Halloween they built an obstacle course in 
the studio and acted out a scene to the dramatic 
recording of a creaky bridge and, other spooky 
sounds. They have acted out a circus as tightrope 
walkers, animal tamers and the like. Sometimes, 
Hollenbeckk uses a costume to suggest a mood. For 
example, the children drape themselves in large 
sheets of jersey-type fabric and strut to regal-

When she was a young girl, her father took her 
hiking in the mountains of New Hampshire. And 
when they reached the top of a mountain, he used to 
tell her, ‘‘Louise, you have the whole world at your 
feet.” 

“I’ve always felt that, too,’’ Louise Brooks VanE- 
veren of School Street says. ‘“The mountains have 
always given me a great deal.”’ 

Mrs. VanEveren has been an active member of 
the Appalachian Mountain Club for 32 years. An 
Andover resident for 26 years, she founded the 
Andover Committee of the A.M.C. eight years ago. 
Last month, in recognition of her contributions to 
the club, the national organization presented her 
with a distinguished service award. 

“There have been only seven (such awards) 
given, and I’m the seventh,’’ Mrs. VanEveren says 
with pride. ‘‘It’s very exciting. I feel very humble 
about this.”’ 

The award certificate notes that her contribu- 
tions ‘‘symbolize the spirit of an organization of 
volunteers working together in service to the public 
and for the preservation of our outdoor heritage.”’ 

Outgoing A.M.C. President F.B. Preston pre- 
sented_Mrs. VanEveren with the award on Jan. 22 
‘dent Peter Oliver, also an Andover resident, was 
installed during that meeting.) More than 300 club 
members from across the nation were present, and 
Mrs. VanEveren says she was surprised and 
thrilled by the honor. 

Her attachment to the outdoor life and to the 
Appalachian Mountain Club reaches back to her 
childhood. Mrs. VanEveren’s grandfather, Lyman 
B. Brooks, became a life member of the club during 
the late 1800s, when it was still a young organization 
(it was founded in 1876). Her father, the Rev. 
Frederick B. Brooks, was a life member as well, 
and he took his daughter along on outings “‘from the 
time I was two years old.”’ 

Louise met her husband, the late Horace VanEve- 
ren, on a club outing. ‘It was at the beach, some- 
place on the Cape,”’ she recalls. ‘‘He had just 
returned from World War I.’’ His father, Horace 
VanEveren, Sr., was active in the club as well, 
serving as secretary. 

The family ties endure today: Mrs. Van Everen’s 
two children, Rosalie Dodd and Dr. Brooks VanE- 
veren, are active club members, and Louise takes 
her eight grandchildren hiking. (A misguided teach- 
er once scolded one grandchild for “‘inventing”’ a 
tale of hiking in the White Mountains with Grand- 
mother. ) -- = 

“T feel very strongly about this,’ ’ she says. ‘‘Peo- 
ple get all wound up, and getting out in the woods 
and walking will help them.” 

Mrs. VanEveren was a single parent with a ca- 
reer when she joined the A.M.C. She retired just 
last year from her work as a well-known bridal 
consultant; earlier, she had worked as a buyer for 
Bamberger’s and Macy’s in New York City, Fi-

lene’s in Boston, and in Philadelphia. (She was 
immortalized in Life magazine during World War II 
when, as Bamberger’s bridal consultant ‘‘Barbara 
Bruce,”’ she outfitted 50 brides in one day.) 

And wherever she was, Mrs. VanEveren ‘“‘always 
spent all my leisure time at Pinkham’s Notch (in 
the White Mountains of New Hampshire) — al- 
ways.” 

It was while hiking at Pinkham with Andover 
friends that she was inspired to form the Andover 
Committee of the A.M.C.’s Boston chapter. ‘“‘We 
were talking about how many members there were 
in Andover, and suddenly it just came to me — let’s 
get a committee started, let’s get things rolling.’ 

The local committee (‘‘a very active and very 
gutsy group of people’) has proven so successful

that local chapters have sprung up all over the state 
and in other parts of New England as well. 

Her years in the club have included “a lot of 
grassroots work,’’ Louise explains. She has worked 
“awfully hard’’ on fundraising campaigns (partic- 
ularly on a committee chaired by Frederick Stott, 
when a $175,00 goal seemed so hopeless that the 
fundraisers ‘‘went into gales of laughter’ just talk- 
ing about it), membership drives and clean-up 
committees (she helped make a park out of the 
“mess "’ that was Roger’s Dell). 

Last year, she served as hostess during the Elder- 
hostel program at Pinkham, offered to senior citi- 
zens from around the country, and she has been 
invited to fill that role again this year. 

She calls herself ‘‘a slow hiker’’, but it seems 
there have been few slow moments of any kind in 
Mrs. VanEveren’s life. She has chronicled her 
adventures in thick scrapbooks, and counts among 
the highlights of her years with the A.M.C. a trip to 
Washington, D.C. to witness the signing of four 
conservation bills — and hear herself read into the 
Congressional Record. 

She was present in 1968 when President Lyndon 
B. Johnson signed into law four conservation acts to 
preserve wild and scenic rivers, and to establish a 
national trail system, the Cascades National Park, 
and the Redwood National Park. 

During a reception in the East Room of the White 
House, she met the President and was surprised to 
find him ‘‘absolutely charming. I’m a Republican 
but I would have changed my vote that day. He was 
super. It was a very exciting day.” ; 

An old friend, Congressman Philip Philbin, read 
Mrs. VanEveren into the Congressional Record as 
he spoke of the conservation bills. 

He called her a woman whose idea of a good time 
was ‘‘three weeks on the trail with a pack and a 
sleeping bag on her back,’’ and noted that she had 
always ‘‘found relaxation and inspiration in the 
great outdoors.” 

The little girl who hiked in the mountains with 
her father many years ago is now a great-grand- 
mother of five (with two great-great-grandchildren 
on the way), but she remains committed to the 
outdoors and to the Appalachian Mountain Club. 

‘‘T think,”’ Louise Brooks VanEveren says, ‘‘that 
it’s very important for people to get together and 
hike in those woods.”’

1983 


School Buses A Problem 


By John P. Sawyer 


Some students and bus drivers are smok- 
ing on Andover school buses travelling to or 
from school, Schoolman Donald Robb said 
at a recent school committee meeting, stat- 
ing, ‘‘We have a real problem on some of 
our buses.”’ 

Robb inquired during the Jan. 18 meeting 
about inservice sessions with bus drivers to 
solve the problem. 

Schoolmen also learned that night there 
aren't enough 10th grade health education 
text books to go around, and 160 students 
are without the established text for their 
course, according to the Helath Education 
Program Review submitted to the school 
committee. 

Here are the highlights of that report: 

BECAUSE of an ‘‘unanticipated’’ change 
in 10th-grade scheduling, enroliment in 
health education has doubled, and 160 stu- 
dents are without the established text. 

SCHEDULING restrictions in the seventh 
and eighth grades impair program devel- 
opment. 

ADDITIONAL ninth-grade CPR/First 
Aid sections are needed at West Junior 
High or the high school ‘‘to accommodate 
scheduling demands and keep class size 
within optimum range,” and an instructor 
is needed at the high school to ‘provide 
classes for students failing to complete/or 
schedule programs at the junior high 
school.”’ 

The following are also recommended: 

STAFF training in awareness, referral 
and evaluation of chemical abuse/depen- 
dence. 

SCREENING teams in each school build- 
ing ‘“‘to assess substance abuse referrals 
and establish service plans.” 

FUNDS to maintain the Disability 
Awareness Program-Speakers Series. 

REVISION of junior high curriculum ‘‘to 
adjust content to limited time allotments.”’ 

The report also suggests: 

REPLACEMENT of outdated audio-visu- 
al resource kits for the intermediate 
grades, and replacement of student investi- 
gation consumable resources, ie. blood, typ- 
ing, lung volume measurement and 
anatomy materials. 

PURCHASE of cross-disciplinary curric-____ 
ulum materials ‘ ‘regarding chemical use/a- 
buse and decision making.

The planners held a brief public hearing 
on definitive plans for Arthur Kalogianis’ 
32-lot clustered subdivision last Tuesday 
night. They have a Feb. 20 deadline for 
approving the plans, and Chairman Jerry 
Greer indicated that there was more dis- 
cussion to come. 

Engineer Paul Ferrante of Dana F. Per- 
kins Associates, representing the devel- 
oper, explained that there have been no 
changes in the plan since the board ap- 
proved preliminary plans for the site. The 
board has already granted Kalogianis a 
special permit to cluster for the subdivi- 
sion. 

The Tea Lots Estates, according to Fer- 
rante, will include two cul-de-sacs off Bal- 
lardvale Road, and one cul-de-sac off 
Woburn Street, near the South School. 
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Developm ent May 


Twelve houses will be clustered around 
each cul-de-sac, and an island of green area 
will be left within each dead-end turn- 
around. 

A ‘“‘green screen’’ of permanent open 
space will be included around each new 
street, along with open space behind the 
Woburn Street cul-de-sac and a ten-foot 
strip of trees shielding neighboring Tilton 
Lane from the new houses. 

Drainage was a major concern of abut- 
ters when the developer first presented 
plans for the parcel. Ferrante said the land 
will drain into an existing swail in the open 
space, and eventually flow downstream into 
the Shawsheen River. 

Water lines will be looped from an exist- 
ing six-inch line on Ballardvale Street. 

Greer said the board had a few questions 
on the phrasing of their approval concern- 
ing the conservation land: He said no alter- 
ations to the green area would be allowed, 
except within three conservatory ease- 
ments. 

Abutters asked few questions during the 
quiet hearing, and as it came to a close one 
neighbor thanked the planners for ‘‘respon- 
ding to our needs.”’ Noting that some resi- 
dents were ‘‘hot under the collar’ when the 
plans were first presented, he said they 
believed the board ‘‘had our interests at 
heart.”’ 

Developer Kalogianis, of T.D.J. Devel- 
opment Corp., got the town-owned tea lots 
last year in exchange for most of Pole Hill 
in Ballardvale, which will be preserved as 
conservation lad. He kept the right to build 
14 houses on Pole Hill, and was given addi- 
tional compensation along with the tea lots. 

The land was dubbed the tea lots because 
it was originally given away in tiny parcels 
to winners of a tea company promotion 
decades ago. Andover took over the land 
when it became impossible to collect taxes 
on all the miniature lots, which were too 
small to build upon.

The contractors have left for the remainder of the winter, thus it 
must be assumed the Elm Square reconstruction project, long 
awaited, must now be at the midpoint stage. 

A cursory glance at the results so far can amply be described as 
being a four-star disaster. It’s not that the townspeople were com- 
pletely unaware of the new configuration, based on drawings sub- 
mitted over a period of about ten years, it’s just that the translation 
from paper to actual construction was hardly what was envisioned. 

And, rest assured, it won’t get any better. 

The principal work remaining would seem to be the placement of 
new traffic control lights and the repaving of the roadway through the 
square and up Main Street. 

So, that leaves what once was the most complex intersection in the 
area, remodeled into an even more complex mess than before. 

While the repaving and light installation may be the major items 
left on the work list, there is an understanding that the police box in 
the square is also due to be demolished, thus removing a control 
station for police during heavy traffic periods. 

It also removes the opportunity for the placement of flowers during 
the good seasons, the decorating of the booth at Christmas and the 
placing of various signs announcing such things as elections, town 
meeting and other municipally sponsored activities. A bit of old 
Andover giving way to progress. 

If the police box is to be removed, the office seer predicts that the 
town may yet realize some savings, depending on the weather over 
the next several weeks. 

It is forecast that a good snow storm between now and March could 
see the end of the booth, in view of the new contour of High Street as it 
enters Elm Street. 

The sentinels of snow removal, having done the same route for 
years, may well forget about banging a hard left at the end of High 
Street, or fail to see the snow-covered curbs and just proceed straght 
ahead as in the past, thus plowing down the booth in the process. 
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Elm Square At Midpoint 


Obviously one could dispense with jogging for the day, should the 
person be desirous of visiting Macartney’s or a business in the 
Musgrove building. 

There has been suggestion that the large sidewalked areas could be 
developed with plantings of some sort. All well and good, but is it 
necessary to rival the size of World War II Victory gardens in the 
process? 

Then, we have the no right turn coming up Central Street. This may 
be done under the guise of a safety factor, but bear in mind that if 
you’re coming from Ballardvale to pay your tax bill and you miss the 
turn on Chestnut Street your going for a scenic drive of downtown 
Andover. You’li be going straight through from Central to Elm to 
Florence to Park Street where you may find a parking space in the 
municipal parking lot, provided an all-day commuter hasn’t grabbed 
it first. 

Last, but not least, let’s consider the possibility of a traffic control 
light suspended in the middle of the square. This installation, should it 
come to pass, should do wonders when it swings in the breeze, thus 
giving off a plethora of confusing directions as it wafts gently in the 
wind, providing ample test of motorists’ frazzled nerves. —

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New Students, Rate Increases 
Make Cost Projections Difficult 


By John P. Sawyer 


Parents with special needs children who 
move to Andover during the school year 
present the town with unexpected costs, 
and rate increases at private schools ‘‘play 
havoc with our ability to make accurate 
projections for cost, even if the number of 
pupils and placements remains stable,”’ 
according to the Pupil Personnel Review 
for the Andover School Committee. 

The committee recently approved on a 
first pass a $318,658 programs-with-other- 
districts budget for 1983-84. This represents 
an approximate $100,000 increase over what 
was budgeted last year, and the F'Y’83 bud- 
get in this account shows a deficit of about 
$100,000. 

This account, often called the tuition-out 
account, includes special needs instruction 
for students who must be serviced outside 
of the Andover school system. 

Pamela Kvilekval, pupil personnel ad- 
ministrator, gave schoolmen an explana- 
tion of some of the problems associated 
with budgeting this account in a compre- 
hensive review of Andover’s pupil person- 
nel program. 

The review notes, ‘‘The influx of pupils 
with private placement Individual Educa- 
tional Plans from the previous school sys- 
tems during the school year continues to be 
a serious problem. If we had funds to devel- 
Op appropriate programs quickly, these 
children might be serviced within our own 
schools or collaborative school systems. 
Since parents will not often accept the 
change of a child’s program during the 
school year, we have been forced to assume 
the financial responsibility for some unex- 
pected pupils who move to Andover during 
the school year. 


‘‘Many parents with large families state 
that they come to Andover for its educatio- 
nal programs. While these families fre- 
quently require both regular and special 
educational services for some of their chil- 
dren, they sometimes have one seriously 
handicapped child as well who requires 
outside placement.”’ 

The tuition rates of private schools are 
established periodically. 

“These rates have been known to in- 
crease from 20 percent to 90 percent in the 
past. This is beginning to stabilize, but we 
can count on a minimum of 7 percent in- 
crease for each school for next year,’’ says 
the report. 

Another problem in budgeting is that it is 
“‘impossible’’ to predict the number of se- 
riously handicapped and hospitalized stu- 
dents who fall under cost-sharing 
agreements Andover has with other agen- 
cies or parents’ insurance companies for 
split funding. 

And the report points out, ‘‘It is naive to 
presume that we can maintain a stable out- 
of-systems budget when we are cutting 
staff in both regular and special education 
so drastically. The stresses already placed 
on teachers, counselors and specialists by 
increased classes and groupings, while the 
Andover citizen continues to expect ‘the 
best,’ are beginning to be demonstrated in 
the increased number of students who can- 
not be maintained within the public school 
programs.” 

But the review says that ‘‘in spite of 
mounting costs’ Andover places fewer pu- 
pils in private placement and spends less 
dollars than other local school systems. 

However, budget implications note that

the out-of-system budget this year will 
probably continue to be affected by these 
factors: 

A REDUCED number of students attend- 
ing Andover’s own collaborative classes 
from our collaborative school systems, 
since these systems have developed their 
own programs. 

AN INCREASE in the number of serious- 
ly emotionally disturbed/behaviorally dis- 
ordered adolescents. 

THE TOWN’S responsibility for all physi- 
cally handicapped youngsters when they 
become three years old. 

A DECREASE in the number of state 
funded students. 

The report indicates the out-of-system 
budget continues to be the most expensive 
“in terms of actual dollars spent per’pupil, 
in staff time consumed in arranging and 
monitoring the private placements, and in 
special transportation costs.”’ 

Andover works to provide programs with- 
in our own schools instead of placements 
outside, and the staff strives to return ap- 
propriate students to the public schools 
when the student is ready and facilities and 
staff are available. For example, half of the 
students in early intervention programs 
will be in Andover’s own school programs

‘Preventive counseling on all grade lev- 
els and parent assistance programs, as well 
as our own substantially separate classes, 
must continue to be maintained with appro- 
priate staffing if we are to stem the ever 
increasing tide of students with emotional 
and behavioral problems,’’ the report says.

ple), but will now be able to share those 
town revenues. 

Under the bucket approach, the town will 
now share the debt for the $13.72 million 
school building project — which, last year, 
was the schools’ burden to bear alone. 

And together, the town and schools will 
both take responsibility for a new depart- 
ment: Municipal Maintenance. That de- 
partment has been created to take care of 
all town and school property, including 
buildings, grounds, playing fields and 
Spring Grove Cemetery. 

The new department’s $1,554,490 budget 
includes a staff of 47. All but four of those 
positions are existing positions transferred 
from other departments, Torrisi explains. 
Most will be taken from Public Works, but 
others will come from the school depart- 
ment, the public library and the Police 
Department. 

Four new positions have been added for 
the department, three laborers and one 
secretary, with those salaries totalling 
about $60,000. 

With many of its former responsibilities 
now moved over to the Municipal Mainte- 
nance department, the Public Works de- 
partment will be ‘‘much tighter,” Torrisi 
notes. DPW will concentrate on caring for 
the highways and streets, water and sew- 
age, snow removal — ‘“‘services that effect 
the public. It’s an external department, 
while Municipal Maintenance will be an 
internal department, taking care of things 
the town owns,”’ he explains. 

Town officials plan to move all town and 
school offices into the renovated East Ju- 
nior High wings next year, and the cost of 
that move has been budgeted under Munici- 
pal Maintenance. Leasing the building for 
half a year will cost $166,350, and utilities 
for half a year will cost an estimated 
$110,000. 

The budget director emphasizes that 
there are no salary increases included in 
the budget, although there are step increas- 
es, because union contracts are still being 
negotiated with town employees. (Funds 
for those settlements have been included in 
the budget, however. ) 

No new personnel have been budgeted for 
the Police or Fire departments; the town 
manager turned down requests for new 
public safety personnel, Torrisi says. 

‘There’s very little room to do anything 
different from what we’re doing this year. 
Our major task has been to deal with estab- 
lishing the central maintenance depart- 
ment.” 

The budget was based on the assumption 
that there will be no increase in state aid 
this year, he adds — although, ‘‘We all hope 
the governor will increase local aid.’’

‘‘A major goal for this year has been the 
improvement of the transition of special 
needs students from the ninth to tenth 
grades,’’ says the report. ‘Careful atten- 
tion has been paid to past problems and a 
more thoroughly monitored transition plan 
will be implemented in February involving 
all secondary guidance counselors and 
building chairpersons.”’ 

Problems listed included the need at each 
school for a private office and telephone for 
the chairperson, use of a conference room 
which will seat 10 adults and adequate test- 
ing space. 

The report recommends computerization 
of specific educational objectives for stu- 
dent educational plans. 

ADJUSTMENT COUNSELING: 

Five full-time school adjustment counsel- 
ors provide direct mental health service 
within the Andover school system. Their 
services include therapy, evaluation, par- 
ent and group counseling, and teacher con- 
sultation. 

‘“« .Caseloads have increased to unrea- 
sonable proportions this year, and all coun- 
selors are unable to give the necessary 
amount of time to all facets of their job,” 
the report says, also indicating that tele- 
phone availability and office space is a 
problem forcounselors in some schools. 

PEER COUNSELING: 

The Andover Peer Counseling Project 
provides high school students with training 
in human relations, interpersonal commu- 
nication skills, crisis intervention, decision- 
making and group facilitation. 

Recommendations include expanding 
communication training to reach junior 
high school students, and to offer such a 
course to Andover parents. 


ADAPTIVE PHYSICAL EDUCATION: 

This program provides small group in- 
struction for pupils with perceptual-motor 
coordination, fitness, weight control and 
severe physical handicaps. 

‘“‘The improvement of the overall fitness 
of the Andover pupils over the past few 
years is in great part the result of this 
program,”’ says the report. 

Recommendations suggest that adaptive 
teachers offer an inservice course for regu- 
lar physical education teachers to assist 
them in modifying their programs to meet 
the needs of more students. 

SPEECH-LANGUAGE THERAPY: 

These services provide diagnostic testing 
and therapy in the areas of articulation, 
language development, voice and fluency. 

The speech staff lacks clinical supervi- 
sion from a certified speech therapist, 
according to the report. 

Recommendations suggest that one staff 
member be given time to supervise and 
provide technical support to the staff, hold 
meetings, coordinate schedules, plan pro- 
grams, etc., to allow for more efficient use 
of staff time. Also recommended is the 
consolidation of the speech-language and 
the English-as-a-second-language responsi- 
bilities under one program head who has 
the required certifications. 

LEARNING DISABILITIES: 

This program provides tutorial instruc- 
tion for students with learning disabilities.

“‘Andover’s tutorial program provides a 
coherent, sequential plan of instruction at 
all grade levels, and yearly assessments 
indicate that the overwhelmingmajority of 
pupils are making good progress,’’ accord- 
ing to the report. 

Recommendations include keeping pre- 
sent staff levels; upgrading classroom 
space for self-contained classes at the San- 
born School; moving the early elementary 
self-contained class at the West Elemen- 
tary to the Sanborn when space becomes 
available; incorporating computerized ba- 
sic skills programs into teaching programs. 

SUBSTANTIALLY SEPARATE 
CLASSES AND RESOURCE ROOMS: 

These provide ‘individualized, small- 
group instruction in the basic subjects to 
students K-12, who are unable to make 
satisfactory progess in regular classroom 
settings, because of developmental, socia- 
l/emotional, academic or physical hand- 
icaps.”’ 

“‘The lack of any of these programs with- 
in the system would result in a large num- 
ber of placements in private schools,”’ 
according to the report.
